Faimers, workers 
make enforcement 
tough for agencies

GOODING - It has been more 
than a year sioce sugar beet 
grower Keith Smith found collccr 
lion notices for S3, 600 in fines, 
interest and penalties in his riuul- 
box. 

Apparently the Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration 
has given up. 

'Ifirce summers ago, an inspec- 
tor passing Smith’s fields saw 12 
workers with no drinking water, 
hand-washing facilities or toilet. 
She also determined that Smith 
hadn't informed workers of sani- 
tation procedures, according to ' 
. OSHA records. Smith was cited 
on three violations of. field-sani- 
tation laws and fined $3,150. 

Smith refused to pay and was 
going to bring the matter to legis- 
' lotors and lawyers when the 
agency gave up. His story illus- 
trates the battle between formers 
on a budget, farm workers who 
depend on them for safe and sani- 
taiy working conditions, and fed- 
eral inspectors limited in what 
they can do. 

It is also evidence that despite 
years of regulations, farmers still 
hold, the cards in dealings with 
migrant workers who clean 
fields, watch herds, and plant, 
tend and harvest crops 

Day of reckoiUng 

' Smith said he was always 
aware-of federal' regulations. 
When the crew leader first came 
to work in the nejd, Smith told 
him not to bring more than six or 
seven others. Under federal law, 
a former doesn't-need to provide 
drinking water, toilets or hand- 
washing facilities to work crews 
with fewer than 10 people. 

The crew leader showed up the 
first day with five workers who 
thinned and hoed Smith's 120 
acres of sugar beets, Smith soid.

But because the Cassia district is geo- 
graphically so large - up to 65 miles He 
between schools - and has a large enroll- 
ment. the district can’t afford to hire or 
contract for several nurses, even though it 
understands the need, said Superintendent 
Everett D. Howard. 

“I think most of it’s been finances,” 
Howard said. "There’s a lot of travel in- 
volved." 

Instead of using school nurses, Howard 
said. Cassia takes core of health concerns 
by: 

■ Allowing the Lions Club to do eye 
scGcenings. 

• Having the district’s speech therapists 
do speech and hearing screenings. 

• Giving abstincncc-bascd "Teen Aide" 
sexuality education classes in eighth and 
lOih grades. 

• Calling on cmcrgcncy-mcdical tcchni- T"^ 
cians for accidents. There are several 
EMTs in each town where there are 
schools, Howard said. . 

Howard said he hasn't had any parents- 
complain about Cassia not having school 
nurses in his two years with the district. 

But Donald J. Clark, the Cassia County 
representative on the health'departmeni[s 
board, said he is.conccmed that the district 
' doesn’t Have nursing services either 
through a health-department contract or on 
its own. 

“It appears to me that the districts Umt 
do have it get some se^iccs that Cassia 
County doesn’t have,” Mid Clark, adding 
that he is concerned about preventing teen 
pregnancy in the school district.

Defector: Saddam planned to invade Kuwait this month

AMMAN, Jordon Iraqi President Sad- 
dam Hussein plontted to invade Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia this monlh,-but called oft* the at- 
.tack when one of his top aides defected to 
Jordan, the defector said Sunday. 

-Lt. Gen. Hussein Kamel al-Majid, who 
was bead of the' country’s clandestine 
weapons program ’ond is Saddam's son-in- 
law, Mtd he attended meetings of the Cabinet 
and the Revolutioimiy Command Council in 
which the iovosions were discussed. 

“All -army units were informed to enter 
Kuwait and the eastern parts of Saudi Arabia," 
be told The Associated I^ess in his first inter- 
view since an Aug.. 12 new conference. ‘The 
, move was revers^ oft^. L. our dqiarture.** 


There was no way to independently con- 
firm al-MaJid’s claims. As a newly converted 
Iraqi bpiiosition figure, it would be in h(s in- 
ter^ to playgup any hints that Iraq was plan- 
ning such moves. / 

However, the fact that al-Mojid was such a 
senior figure in the Iraqi regime; serving as 
industry minister in addition to his other 
posts, adds. to his credibility. AI-Mojid was' 
granted asylum in Jordan after defecting Aug.- 
8 with his brother Saddam Kamel and their 
wives — both daughters of Saddam Hussein. 

Tho dcfcctidns — and intelligence reports 
that all elements of the Iraqi aim^ forces were . 
making "unusual” movements in southern 
— prompted Washington to move warships 
and milit^ supplies toward the Persian Gulf. - - 
President Clinton vowed to protect Jordan 


against any Iraqi reprisal for granting asyluml . 

Last week, U.S. officials Mid al-Mojid told 
them Saddam had contemplated mtackirig 
Kuwait or Saudi Arabia. But the officials did . 
not indicate that he had a concrete plan, or- 
that on invasion might be imminent. 

In the telephone interview Sunday, howev- 
er, al-Majid said Iraq wos on the verge of at- • 
tacking when he defected. 

Iraq has denied its troop movements were 
unusual, Mying only that its armed forces re- 
cently hc\d several training exercises. It ac- 
cuses the United States of whipping up hyste- 
ria and spreading false fears of war. 

Al-Majid, who is in his early 40s, said he 
defected because he “could not continue to . 
tolerate the oppression of the Iraqi people and 
the Mvagery of the regime."

Scatleied showers dumped rain across much of the Southeast 
on Sunday and 100-degree heat was blamed for at least two 
deaths in Arkansas 

Sunday's heaviest storms were in the Tennessee Valley and 
along Florida's Atlantic coast A thunderstorm near Asheville, 
N.C., produced some minor flooding and a few mudslides, but 
no major property damage. 

A stol^^ heat advisory was in effect in Arkansas, where 
four days of triple-digit temperatures were blomed for the 
deaths of two 78-ycar-old women in overheated homes. Doc- 
tors said Sunday they suspected, but could not yet confirm, that 
four other deaths in the state were al» caused by heat 

The Natiotta] Weather Service said temperatures should case 
into the mid-90s in the South this week once the rain blows 
through.

DETROIT (AP) — The Upjohn Co. 
is merging with a Swedish competitor 
in a S13 billion deal that will create 
the world's ninth-lorgest drug compa- 
ny. 

The merger announced Sunday be- 
tween Upjohn and Phoimacia AB will 
create Pharmacia & Upjohn Inc., with 
34,500 employees worldwide and 
headquarters in London. About 4,000 
layoffs are expected. 

The merger comes amid growing 
consolidation i n th e drug, industry; 
which is under pressure from insurers 
and governments to lower costs and 
must compete with generic drug-mak- 
ers who match products as soon as 
patents expire.

Carol Kitch, inspector for the wage 
and hour division of the federal De- 
portment of Labor, said she knows of 
several cases where a former has lured 
illegal workers, used them for two 
weeks and called Immigration and 
Naturalization Services on payday. 
The workers were deported to Mexico 
en masse, without paychecks. . 

Farmers themselves admit they 
. don’t comply with all the rules. 

• V/“You can’t be in compliance," said 
. fonnor Kanen Boguslawski. Farmers 
■ore swamped by federal regulations, - 
he said, from ftlling out federal wage 
forms to keqiing up labor canms to . 
ffi'eeting sanitation rt^uirenfehts for.lO 
or more workers. 

Still, Idaho fanners enjoy at least’ 
one Iabo^law loophole unavailable to 
many employers In other, less-haz- 
ordous industries: They're not re- 
quired to insure their workers against 
injury with compensation insurance. 

Meanwhile. Boguslawski bones the 
Republican Congt^ will provide less 
funding for agencies enforcing federal 
labor laws, so he’ll see even fewer 
government inspectors. 

Kitch disagrees that farmers are 
tra{^>ed in a morass of federal regula- ‘ 
dons. 


While. Upjohn has lagged in re- 
searching new drugs, the merged 
company will draw on Phormacia's 
efforts to develop anti-cancer drugs 
and products for anesthesia. 

“If you look at this industry, the fu- 
ture is in research,” Upjohn Vice Pres- 
ident Phillip Corra said. “We’re going 
to have a SI billion annual research 
and development operation."

"This really is a merger of equals, 
two companies about the some size 
strategically coming together with a 
very compelling business logic,” Up- 
john chief execudve John Zabriskie 
said. 


“We’ve all heard people say the 
OSliA standards ore very difficult to 
meet, and I will tell you the OSHA 
standards are quite mirdmal,” she said.

Abuse prevention, helping fami- 
lies get health services, visiting stu- 
dents’ families at home and follow- 
ing up on students with health prob- 
lems also were top priorities.

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Dole downplays straw poll setback Economic gatekeeper’ 

may limit patient reform 


. DES MOINES, Iowa (AP) — 
Focing the first significant slip in his 
presidential campaign, Bob Dole 
labeled on embarrassing showing here 
as “on aberration” Sunday and reject- 
ed assertions by rivals thdt it proved 
him out of step with conservative 
GOP activists. 

“In my view, this is one pebble on 
the beach,” a stoic Dole said the 
morning after he tied with Texas Sen. 
Phil Gramm in a presidential straw 
poll. “There will be a lot of beaches to 
cross."’ 

' Hundreds of non-Iowans were 
brought in by car, bus and plane to 
vote in the S2S-a-hcad straw poll. This 
gave credence to Dole’s assertion that 
Soturdoy night's results, while stun- 
ning, were probably not representative 
of Iowa's mood six montlis before its 
Icadoff presidential caucuses. 

The Senate majority leader also got 
a damage control assist from 
Republican National Committee 
Chairman Haley Barbour, who said 
straw polls “don't really count" and 
aren't reliable gauges of candidate 
support. 

Perhaps not, but the event raised 
several questions about Dole’s strate- 
gy and the intensity of his support. 
And after months of watching in frus- 
tration as Dole surprised them with 
deft campaign moves. Dole's^ rivals 
got the opening tlicy've dreatned of. 
They began making their case that 
Dole is the most fragile of front-run- 
ners, with support that is broad but not 
deep. An exultant Gramm, who 
matched Dole with 24 percent sup- 
port. led tlic charge. 

"This was the first major victory of 
the campaign for president in 1996 
and wc won it,” Gramm told 
reporters. He called Dole “tlic greatest 
legislator of his era” but suggested 
Republicans still hungry from their 
1994 congrcs.sional takeover were 
looking for something more in a presi- 
dent. 

“Lost night had notliing to do with 
momentum,” Gramm said before fly- 
ing ofT to New Hampshire, where he 
hoped the Iowa boost would help him 
whittle into Dole's lead there. “Last 
night had to do widi message.” 

Dole disputed that, saying he had “a 
good, solid message” anchored on Uic 
ftiemcs of reining in the federal- gov- 
ernment, reconnecting government 
with Americans' moral values and 
reasserting American leadership 
abroad.

Registration drive aims to make 
liispamc vote meaningful in ’96 


WALLA WALLA. Wash. (AP) — 
Registering voters, Jaime Gallardo 
' joked, is a little like picking fruits or 
. vegetables. 

"I say, ‘Jesse, you take those rows 
over there, and I’ll take these.' Wc’rc 
■ kind of harvesting today," the voting- 
drive organizer for the state 
Commission on Hispanic Affairs told 
. a dozen volunteers preparing to go 
' door-to-door in this southeast 
Washington town. 

Registrars arc seeking out Hispanics 
across Washington in the first-ever 
statewide drive — one of the earliest 
in a nationwide push to get out the 
Hispanic vote for critical 1996 elec- 
tions. 

"Wc’rc hoping to get between 
300,000 and 500,000 new Latino vot- 
ers throughout the Southwest," said 
Alfredo Cruz, spokesman for the Los 
Angelcs-based Southwest Voter 
■. Registration Education Project begun 
in 1974. . 

Hispanic organizations have staged 
voting drives tbr decades, with mixed 
results at the ballot box. This time, 
. however, organizers expect record 
• numbers of Mcxican-Amcricans (who 
make up about three-fourths of all' 
Hispanics), Puerto Ricans and others 
from Spanish-Ianguagc ethnicities to 
register and vote: 

"Everything wc’vc experienced in 
the last year or so, from Initiative 187 
to the redrawing of voting districts, 
and (attacks on) afTirmativc action — 
that’s stimulating people to participate 
more,” Cruz said.

Bills would cap 
public spending 
on Olympics 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Utah 
lawmakers arc working on legislation 
that would-cap Uio amount of public 
money spent on the 2002 Winter 
Games, something lltey kept, quiet ' 
about while Salt Lake was wooing 
the Olympics. 

Two legislators want to limit the 
amount Utah taxpayers spend build- 
ing Olympic facilities to $59 million, 
while another wants the limit set even 
lower. 

Legislators had imposed on infor- 
mal ban on such legislation during llic 
1995 Legislature after Tom Welch, 
head of the Salt Lake Olympic effort, 
warned that any debate could hurt the . 
bid for the Winter Games. ^ 

Now, several bills ok in tRc works 
to address the state's investment in 
the Olympics. 

Sen. Robert Montgomery, R-North 
Ogden, Rep. Kurt Oscarson, D- 
Sandy, and Rep. Ray Short, R-Salt 
Lake, all want to limit the amount 
available to the Utah Sports 
Authority, which oversees spending 
on Olympic facilities. 

In 1989, voters approved a 
statewide referendum allowing for a 
portion of the soles tax collect^ until 
1999 to be spent on Olympic facili- 
ties. The state is setting aside l/32nd 
of every penny in sales tax, and by 
19^, ttot could raise anywhere from 
$59 million to $70 million. .

run near Park City and ice sheets 
Jn dgdeq and Keonis. .

The accident outside Firozabod 
railway station in northern India 
occurred when a signalman sent the 
Puroshottam Express onto a track 
without rcalizing'that the Kalindi 
Express had stopped ahead, the 
Press Trust of India news agency 
said, quoting unnamed railroad ofTi- 
cials. 


Tile three rear cars of the Kalindi 
Express and the engine ond two 
first cars of the other train crum- 
pled like balls of paper, Press Trust 
said.

FBI shows poor judgement 
on Ruby Ridge siege 


The siege at Ruby Ridge has become one 
of the biggest embarrassments in the recent 
history of the FBI. Last w»k, the Justice 
Department agreed to pay ^3.1 million to 
the family of Randy Weaver for the killing 
of his wife and l4-year-old son, who were 
shot by federal agents during the 1992 con- 
frontation. The government will compensate 
a man whom two years ago it was prosccut- 
• • ing for murder.- ■ -i 

That’s not all. Lost week the department 
gave prosecutors evidence that five bureau 
oflicials may have obsthicted justice by giv- 
ing false testimony and destroying docu- 
ments. Senate hearings on the shootout and 
its aflennath ore planned for September. 

The showdown came about oRer’Weaver, 

. a white separatist, was approached by under- 
cover agents and sold them two sawcd-ofT 
shotguns. He later failed to appear for'hls tri- 
al on weapons charges after (King given the 
wrong date. 

Following 18 months of surveillance of 
his Idaho cabin, federal marshals engaged in 
a shootout that left his son and a marshal 
dead. The next day, on FBI sniper wounded 
Weaver himself in the back as he tried to re- 
trieve his son’s body and then killed his wife 
Vicki as she stood unarmed in the doorway 
of the cabin, holding her baby daughter. 

A jury later ruled that Weaver and 
Kevin Harris, who shot the agent, had act- 
ed in self-defense, convicting Weaver 
only of the firearms violations. The FBI 


later admitted it had violated the Constitu- 
tion by relaxing its normal rules of en- 
gagement to mondate the shooting on 
sight of anyone carrying a gun. 

■ But director Louis Freeh gave only the 
mildest possible-punishment to on official, 
Larry Potts, who oversaw the Ruby Ridge 
operation. And Freeh loicr promoted Potts to 
the No. 2 job In the agency - only to be 
-forc^-to'demote-him when it wasTcamed-- 
that high-ranking bureau officials had de- 
stroyed documents about tite incident. 

The settlement Involves no admission of 
wrongdoing by the Justice Department, but 
the government wouldn’t have mode the 
deal if it weren’t afraid a jury would find It 
had committed grievous mistwes and award ' 
even more money to the Weavers. 

Clearly, the FBI was guilty of terrible 
judgment, at the vcry’lcasi, in adopting a 
"shoot on sight" policy. Weaver is an unap- 
pealing figure, with his white-separatist 
views and willingness to bhak federal gun 
laws, but even bigoted lawbreakers - and 
‘their families - may riot be shot without ur- 
gent cause. 

The agreement is a turning point in the 
saga, but not an end. The American people 
will have to \vait to sec if federal prosecutors 
and congressional committees can unearth 
the whole truth about this debacle and pun- 
ish those responsible.

Questions still linger 
about Weaver shootings 


The Fcdcml'Burcau of Investigation has 
taken an important step toward admitting 
that something went terribly wrong during 
an August 1992 standoff between federal 
agents and white separatist Randy Weaver 
at Ruby Ridge in noithcm Idaho. 

But the pattern of susp^ions could sug- 
gest the FBI considers it worse to shred 
documents than to'kill on unarmed mother 
' holdinga lO-month-oIdbaby. 

Ten days ago, FBI Director Louis Freeh 
announced the suspension of four top 
agents - former No. 2 official Larry Potts, 
former deputy director of the criminal divi- 
sion Danny Coulson, and unit chiefs Gale 
Evans and Aniliony Betz. A few weeks ago 
FBI official E. Michaal Kahoc was sus- 
pended after evidence surfaced that he 
•might have destroyed documents relating to 
tlic standoff. 

The key issue seems to be who approved 
unusual “rules of enragement” for the con- 
frontation with the Weaver family. Normal 
FBI policy permits the use of deadly force 
only in self-defense, but the rules for Ruby 
Ridge said deadly force "can and should” 
be used ogainst any armed male adult out- 
side the cabin. Agents on the scene have 
' said that Larry Potts, the top headquarters 
official coordinating the standoff, explicitly 
approved those rules. 

During the standoff, an FBI sniper shot 


and killed Rjjndy Weaver’s wife, Vicki, as 
she stood doorway after Mr. Weaver 
was wounded by the some sharpshooter. It 
now seems that documents that detailed Mr. 
Potts’s role fully were destroyed. 

The issue of who approved' the rules of 
engagement and whether this information 
was covered up is important It docs seem, 
however, that the shots that wounded 
Randy Weaver and killed his wife were lak- 
en in violation even of these lenient rules, 
which called for a warning to be broadcast 
to the cabin before any shooting - not to 
mention the fact that Vicki Weaver was nei- 
ther male nor armed. Yet the shooter has 
not been disciplined or charged. 

We also have not seen any serious disci- 
pline in the U.S. Morshal^LScrvicc, one of 
whose members, the previous day, shot the 
Weavers’ I4-ycar-o1d son in the back, killing 
him as he was trying to run for safety. 

Perhaps in preparation for congressional 
hearings schcduli^ next month, the FBI has 
token some steps toward imposing account- 
ability for the mistakcs'madc at Ruby 
Ridge. That's o good start, but more truth ■ 
needs to come to light to assure the Ameri- 
can people that the FBI and other federal 
law-cnforccmcnt agencies hove not veered 
out of control.

Crazy gang life likely leads to crazy death 


For the lost week we've held vigil over 
Joramillo Rodriguez, our 19-ycar-old nephew. 
Hi^ body lies inert, invaded by tubes and teth- 
ered to electronic machines that do the basic 
biological work that this strapping, 6-foot-4 
boy is currently incapable of sustaining. Once 
a promising athlete, he lies near death, another 
young victim to the brutal gong warfare plagu- 
ing the City of Angels, : ' 

He and his two "homics" were cut down by 
gunfire from rival gang members over disputes 
that ore totally baffiing even to those familiar 
with the self-destructive Hfes^Ic called “la 
vida loca," the crazy life. It's irrelevant 
whether the dispute was over control of territo- 
ly (usually involving short stretches of bleak 
barrio asphalt), or personal insult (perceived os 
violating the integrity of on exaggerated sense 
of pride and honor) or simply the chance en- 
counter by rival members of kamikazc-Iike 
youth gongs. 

Wliat is shocking is (he degree to which this 
formerly romanticized ritc-ofipossage lifestyle 
has degenerated into a self-destructive, alienat- 
ed, fatdistic ideology that holds sway over so 
many of our children. Spawned by the fraying 
fabric of barrio life and fueled by popular cul- 
ture’s steady diet of conflict resolution through 
violence, this view of life as mayhem is caus- 
ing too many of our intelligent, eager school- 
oge kids to mutate into teen warriors without a 
cause. 

During the early part of the Chicono power 
• movement in the late ’60s, the “vato loco" 

(crazy guy) was cast as the embodiment of re- 
sistance to sinister cultural aggression. His un- 
conventional clothing, colorful "cal’’ dialect - a 
unique blend of Spanish and English ~ and In- - 
soicnt demeanor miadc him the definition of 
"cool’’ in the barrio.

Confronted by aimed 
gangsters on one side and police on the other, a 
homic’s life is dictated by a live-for-today atti- 
tude in which the goal is to stay alive by word- 
ing off attacks and inflicting attacks on rivals 
without getting arrested. Behind bars, the may- 
hem and, often, killing continue. 

These children have no hope. For them, fa- 
talism has replaced faith. At the hospital this 
week, one of our nephew’s friends commented 
on the tragedy: "It’s messed up, h^, but every- 
body has to go some day. I know it may hap- 
pen to me. But that’s all right. I’ll die for my

When they grieve for their 
fallen Wends, a frequent occurrence, they do 
so profoundly, intensely, but only for a very 
brief period - they must remain hypcrvigilant 
and combat ready in the lowiiniensity warfare 
their lives have become. To relax or drop your 
guard could mean death. 

As wc wrestle with the pain, the remorse and 
self-reproach about how wc could have done 
more to prevent the tragedy, the deadly hold 
that gang life has is haunting us. Our nephew 
and his fnend were hit after thcty had made a 
commitment to ball out of the gongbongcrlifc. 
Our nephew had begun to make arrangements 
to move out of Soiillicm California. His friend, 
also on life support, had gone back to night 
school to cam a diploma and qualify for the 
armed forces. He had about one month to go. 
(The other friend has recovered from his 
wounds.) 

Where can wc find hope in the future when 
young men like this see none for themselves? 
Our fairiily’s tragedy is but one of many in this 
city. And like so many other families, wc con- 
tinue our vigil fora young man on life support, 
with a hope bom in an earlier era.

Risky business: Borrowing on margin

■ WASHINGTON — How 
quickly Federal Reserve policy- 
makers cut short-term' interest 
rates during the rest of .the year 
depends not on the precise pace of 
economic growth but on whether 
inflationary pressures continue to 
fade. 

Several Fed policymakers — 
including Chairman Alan 
Greenspan — have acknowledged 
that economic growth is picking 
up again after stalling this spring. 
But, they suggest, the most recent 
economia indicators give no rea- 
son to change their forecast that 
growth will likely be at or below 
about 2,S’perccnt through the end 
of next year. 

So the question before the cen- 
tral bank's top policymaking 
. group, the Federal Open Market 
' Committee, when it meets here 
Tuesday will be whether the infla- 
■ tion outlook leaves room to reduce 
the Fed’s 5.75 percent target for 
- the federal funds rale, the interest 
rate financial institutions charge 
each other for overnight loans. 

Many analysts said they expect 
the policymakers to leave rates 
unchanged next week after last 
month’s quarter-point reduction. 
However, a few Fed \votchcrs said 
that while they do not expect a 
change, they would not be sur- 
prised by one. A substantial num- 
ber of analysts also predicted that 
if the policymakers don’t cut rotes 
next week, they will lower them 
by another quarter-point at the 
committee’s following session on 
SepL 26. 

At the FOMC’s last meeting, 
Greenspan and other FOMC 
members were concerned that a 
drive by businesses to reduce their 
stocks of unsold goods might so 
damage employment and incomes 
that consumers wouIrT cut their 
spending sharply and push the 
economy into a recession. At the 
s^mc time, an inflation score in 
the first few months of the year 
had begun to go away. 

But when Greenspan 
announced that the FOMC had cut 
the federal funds target to 5.75 
percent from 6 percent, he cited 
the waning of inflationary pres- 
sures — not slower growth — os 
the reason. 

Greenspan later told Congress 
that "the success of our previous 
(rate increases) in damping 
prospective inflation pressures set 
the stage for our recent modest 
pqlicy casing. . . . Indeed, inflation 
pressures were damped somewhat 
more quickly than wc might have 
expected.” 

' Greenspan and the other Fed 
policymakers all regard control of 
inflation as the ccntial bank’s k(^ 
responsibility. Tlic history of poli- 
cy changes since 1987, the year 


NEW YORK — As the bull market on Wall 
Street swells the value of their brokerage 
accounts, many investors face the temptation of a 
new source of money to borrow and spend —

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Greenspan become chairman, 
shows that the Fed also pays close 
attention to the cost of controlling 
inflation-rising unemployment 
ond falling incomes that result 
from hi^crlntcrcst rates intended 
to slow ^wth and cool off infla- 
tion. 

The unemployment rate is now_ 
5.7 percent. Most Fed ofliclals say 
they expect the rate to remain 
close to that level, or rise to 
around 6 percent, in coming 
months and remain there next, 
ycor, as the economy, grows fost . 
enough to provide jobs for a slow- ‘ 
ly expanding labor force, but not 


fast enough to push unemploy- 
ment down and build pressure for 
bigger pay hikes. 

' Meanwhile, the officials expect 
consumer price inflation to remain 
close to 3 percent. At the begin- : 
ning of the year, several Fed poli- 
cymakers said they were worried 
that prices were about to take off 
and (hat they would have to 
squeeze the economy to get the' 
inflation rale down again. 

But that didn’t happen. Instead, 
the FOMC finds itself with what 
several members regard as n fed 
funds target that will continue to 
restrain growth modestly in the 
year ahead. And the more the 
inflation rate falls, the more 
restrictive the current target 
becomes. 

Some Fed ofTicinls, as well as 
private economists, say the central 
bank could lower the target from 
5.75 percent target to 5 percent — 
or maybe even 4.75 percent — 
before it ceased to be restrictive. 

"As long as real economic 
growth remains at or below its 
potential, widely put at 2.5 per- 
cent there is room for tlic Fed to 
case rates further," said Dana 
Saporta, an analyst with Stone & 
McCarthy, a financial markets 
research firm in Princeton, N.J. 
The Fed’s target is considered 
restrictive and growth will stay 
below 2.5 percent “if the Fed’s 
monetary stance is too restrictive," 
she said. . 

Having room to ease, of course, 
does not mean the Fed will act 
next week. 

There is no urgency because the 
possibility of a mild recession, 
which Greenspan highlighted two 
months ago, has faded with the 
resumption of economic growth, 
said Mickey Levy, chief financial 
economist at NdtionsBan{c in New 
York. 

Nevertheless, some Fed offi- 
cials, such as Gov. Lawrence 
Lindsey, say that growth will 
remain below par for several more 
quarters, and they could be argu- 
ing next week that another quar- 
ter-point cut in the federal funds 
rale now would be the right move. 


But if their investments arc held with a broker-^ 
age firm in what is known ns a margin account, 
they hove another option. They can tap into their 
assets by borrowing against them, often by sim- 
. ply writing a check or using a credit card. 

This is a very convenient way to operate. It is 
also full of hoztuds and potential misunderstand- 
ings for people who don’t have a very clear 
understanding of what they are doinjg. 

The traditional purpose of margin loans is to 
leverage on investment in. say, a stock. By bor- 
rowing' up to the mandated limit of 50 percent of 
the purchase price of the stock from your broker 
at the time you invest, you con multiply your 
potential profits — and losses. 

In recent years, however, more and more use 
has been made of margin loans as sources of 
credit for other purposes. 

Among the attractions of this type of deal: 
Relatively low interest rotes, in many eases, ond 
the ability to use your capital without selling 
assets ond incurring capital gains tax liabilities. 

Suppose you own a stock that has risen 
$20,000 in value over the years. You can write a 
check for a new cor on your brokerage account. - 
and keep the stock, hoping it will npprccioic 
some more. 

A big problem may arise, however, if the stock 
doesn't keep rising, but falls instead. Once the

Among other things, this can put you in the 
unhappy situation of being forced to raise cash or 
sell investments when you least want to. 

Even if the stock doesn’t fall, tlic cost of your 


marg in loan can erode the value of your invest- 
mcrits'sc'vcfcly over'time.'Andifyouassumc that— 
the interest you arc charged is deductible, you 
may be in for an unpleasant surprise at tax time. 

Margin interest is deductible as “investment 
interest" only when you can show that the bor- • 
rowed money was used to buy assets such. as 
stocks or bonds in quest of an investment return 
on your money., Even then, you con deduct it ; 
only from any investment income you realize in ; 
a given year. ; 

If you borrow from your broker for a con- • 
sumcr purcha.se. the cost of the loan is classified ! 
as personal interest, which has been a nondc- ! 
ductible item since 1991. ! 

“Interest on the loan is treated os arising from ; 
a debt used for personal expenses, and is nonde- 
ductiblc even though the debt is secured by 
investment property," soys Marc Britton, director 
of personal financial planning, at the accounting 
firm of KPMG Peat Marwick. 

If you mingle personal purchoscs with invest- 

ments in a brokerage account in which you lake 
margin loans, you can create a tax-paperwork 
nightmore for yourself.

You, the customer service person,

defensive. You could trash the letter. 

Why not try a novel approach: 
Respond to the customer and answer 
the questions, even the wacky ones. 
Gee, you could even dish out some 
humor yourself. 

“I wish companies would treat us 
more like individuals, give people 
out here a little credit,” says Paul 
Rosa, who wrote to Maytag and a 
number of other companies. 
Collected in his book “Idiot Letters"

and their responses reveal much. *

Eventually, its easier for 
them to respond to you then to keep 
getting stupid letters.” 

Most surprising were the few 


responses from peoplc-that gave 
Rosa as good as they got. Some 
were even funny; 

“It’s a good cost-savings idea. 
However, Maying’s customer ser- 
vice commitment requires that wc 
keep at least one repairman trained 
and available ... just in ease," wrote 
Maytag’s director of consumer 
affairs. 

Roso may be extreme, but he’s not 
the only consumer writing. People 
who send in suggestions or com- 
plaints can be your most loyal cus- 
tomers. Apathetic customers don't 
bother. They simply switch brands. 

“Here I am. I’ve taken the time to 
write to them, sincerely with some- 
thing that could make them money. 
Tlic least they could have done was 
send me some explanation," says 
Dave PcHcr, a retiree in Silver 
Spring, Md. 

Pcllcr’s peeve: After writing to ; 
United Parcel Service to suggest thot ; 
it accept credit cards, then following 
up by letter and phone, he was 
informed simply that his suggestion ; 
wasn’t feasible. Pcllcr fell insulted. 

Clients' who .send suggestions or 
compliments, rare creatures lliat they 
are, should be celebrated. 

"It’s been my experience that 
nobody writes you unless they arc 
complaining,” says Anne B. 
Freedman, president of Speak Out, a 
corporate communications and train- 
ing firm in Coral Gables, Fla. "You 
want to thank them for their praise," 
she says. Even if the firm can’t pos- 
sibly use the idea or answer the 
client's question, tell them so diplo- 
matically. 


Oregon enjoys boom in chip plants; tax breaks spur investors

SEATTLE — California may hove 
its Silicon Valley, but Oregon is 
seeding the ground with business tox 
breaks to help o Silicon Forest grow 
in the Nortliwest. 

'The stato is anticipating about $10 
billion in plant-site investments from 
big computer chip, semiconductor 
and intej^ted circuit nukers such as 
Intel Corp., Samsung Electronics 
Co., Kvundai Electronics America 
and Fujitsu Microelectronics Inc. — 
most of it spurred a 1993 law 
known as the strategic investment 
program, which'oficrs properly tax 
breaks for large invcstments.in the 
state.

Act One, Scene One 

The setting: The temporary 
emergency room and weekend 
clinic at St. Benedicts Family 
Medical Center, a rural hospital in 
Jerome. Idaho. 

It’s 8 p.m, Friday. Aug. 1 1, 
1995. 

The scene: Dr. Dan Fairman uses 
0 soothing, rcossuring tone while 
examining a 7-ycar-old girl spotted 
with blood and glass. The girl is 
clutching her pink lion. She and 
four family members were injured 
in a two-vehicle accident; n woman 
in the other vehicle died. 

In a bed in the next room, the. 
girl’s uncle is lying down with a 
skull fracture and a deep gash 
between his right eyebrow and eye, 
on injury that will later require 18 
stitches in three layers. Another 
male patient has come in with com- 
plaints of chest pains that turn out 
to be muscle pains. 

Down the hall, the injured girl's 
father is being X-rayed. He has a 
fractured wrist and finger, along 
with various scrapes. His wife 
and infant son have been taken 
to Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center in Twin Falls. 

And farther down the hall, 
four patients - and a few fami- 
ly members - are at the week- 
end clinic, waiting for 
Fairman. One mother of three 
has had headaches and a 102- 
degree fever for five days, and 
Fairman will soon start n 
spinal tap to rule out meningi- 
tis while her husband and chil- 
dren anxiously wait outside. 

Fairman is the only doctor at 
the emergency room and clin- 
ic, working- ms 60-hour week- 
end shift. He has been at work 
for two hours; Fairman’s 
demeanor doesn't reveal the 
stress he is beginning to feel. 


additional troining for the emer- 
gency room, Fairman started work- 
ing in the Jerome hospital three 
years ago by moonlighting one 
weekend a month to earn extra 
money. Soon after that, his Sun 
Valley partnership. Associates in 
Medicine, broke up. 

So, rather than starting another 
partnership or a solo practice - and 
dealing with his beeper going off at 
dinner, telephone calls from 
patients and low Medicare reim- 
bursements - Fairman started 
working at St. Benedicts from 6 
p.m.

Fairman said he’s raring to go to 
work on Fridays but just ns ready 
to go home by Sunday afternoons. 
“Sunday nights arc real exciting for 
my wife and for me," he added, 
with a wry smile.

(AP) — Jails are 
getting to be as busy as the conve- 
nience stores popping up along 
Interstate 70 benveen Vail Pass and 
Richfield, Utah.

The store owners like the bustle, 
but it makes law enforcement offi- 
cials in the largely rural area uneasy 
— they don't like the clientele they 
arc getting. 

“Where the hell did those kids 
who took the hostages in Rifle come 
from? Why did they have to stop in 
Rifle? They could have stopped any- 
where.” Eagle County Sheriff A.J. 
Johnson said of two New Mexico 
teen-agers whose three-state ram- 
page ended last month in Rifle, 
where they briefly held a family 
hostage.

Traffic volume has been steadily 
on the rise on the 400-raile stretch of 
1-70 from Vail Pass west to where it 
ends 40 miles west of Richfield. A 
19 percent increase was reported 
from 1992 to 1993 for the 235 miles 
from the Colorado border to I-70's 
tenninus at Interstate 15. 

Since then, it has increased 4 per- 
cent a year. Utah, has stationed a 
patrolman along the Colorado bor- 


der to deal with the growing number 
of accidents and crime on isolat- 
ed stretch between there and Green 
River. 

Traffic through Vail lias increased 
by 1 ,000 cars a day each year for the 
past three years, and now exceeds 8 
million annually. 

Don Brown, the Sevier County 
attorney in central Utah, has three 
cor thefl suspects in the jail, caught 
in a.car stolen in Avon. Colo. 

Catching them isn’t the problem. 
Getting rid of them is. California, 
for example, .rarely agrees to spend 
the money arid time to extradite car 
thieves. Brown said. 

For a time Brown was so disgust- 
ed about California rcfusing'to 
extradite that he stopped prosecut- 
ing. ^ui one ear thief went on to 
commit on armed robbery and shoot 
someone in Colorado, so he now 
feels he can’t ignore it. 

“Then we riavc these deodbeots 
here on ouc-streets,” he added. He 
said it seems tike there have been 
more gas sktpsrend stolen cars in the 
past year than in the previous six 
years combined. 


State and federal authorities 
regard 1-70 as a major conduit for 
drugs. 

Major drug dealers “arc willing to 
write off a load of dope as a cost of 
doing business,” said Lt. Steve 
Rapich, in charge of the Highway 
Patrol in southeastern Utah. 

More mundane crimes arc oficn 
more dangerous to deal with. A col- 
league was killed when he tried to 
pull over an Indiana teenager who 
left a Green River service station 
without paying for his gas. 

Sheriff Johnson’s office building 
abuts the interstate. He could raise 
his crime stats ony time he pleases 
by sending units out onto it. 

“We’d be so busy we couldn’t do 
anything else.” he said. He got into 
trouble when he tried: Colorado 
courts said using profiles to pull 
over suspects wos unconstitutional 
because it disertmioated against 
minorities. 

Keeping an eye on strangers is 
impossible in the Colorado resort 
towns along the highway where on 
out-df-statc license plate does not 
draw a second look.

iUtah case raises question: Can teachers ever touch? 


: LAYTON, Utah (AP) — A Davis 
County sex abuse case against a'fifth 
^grade teacher pits prosceutors.against 
Iparents and defense attorney who say 
;tlic case raises the question of whclltcr 
■a teacher can ever touch a student. 

Prosecutors say Gary Gregor 
abused his position to get close to 
three girls at Adams Elementary 
School in Layton, then hugged them, 
caressed their buttocks and thighs and 
kissed them. 

They’ve charged the fifth-grade 
teacher wiih two firstidcgrcc felony ■ 
- counts of aggravated sexual abuse of a 
child and a misdemeanor lewdness 
ciiarge, meaning he faces life in prison 
if convicted ns charged. He is sched- 
uled lb be arraigoed Tuesday on one 
of the counts. •" 

But some teachers and parents 
whose children were in Gregor’s 
classes don’t see it that way at all. 
They describe Gregor as a popular 
teacher who c.ircd greatly about his 
.students and devojed much of his time 
and energy to them in the 10 years he 
worked for the Davis School District. 

. “l absolutely believe in my heart 
that he is totally innocent and that his 
is a real tragedy," said Gregor’s alter-

Fueled by fears of litigation, school 
districts along tlic Wasatch Front have 
implemented or arc forming policies 
that warn teacltcrs about acting appro- 
-priaicly with their students and set up 
grievance procedures. Some districts, 
such as Morgan and Weber, rely on 
relatively vague standards developed 
by the state’s professional ethics com- 
mittee. Olliers are more detailed. 

The Davis School District forbids 
teachers from driving students home 
after school or meeting with students 
outside the normal school day without 
permission from the principal. 

Still more explicit arc (he guidelines 
and advice teachers continually 
receive from administrators and their 
peers. 

Michael McCoy, attorney for the 
Utah Education Association, periodi- 
cally advises teachers in the group’s 


newsletters not to touch smdents, peri- 
od. 

"But some, particularly elementary 
and junior high school teachers, say 
they can't do that, that they believe 
it's the only hug those kids are going 
to get,” McCoy said. 

Roger Mourilscn, executive secre- 
tary for the Utah Professional 
Practices Advisory Board of the State 
Office of Education, said their advice 
is to not touch students — unless you 
have a reason or a witness. 

The result? Teachers struggle to 
balance students’ needs with caution. 

“Tlic male teacher lias to be very, 
very, very careful," said Glenn 
Johnson, who taught fourth and sixth 
^dcs at SouUi Weber Elementary. 

“I’ve always had someone else 
around when around the kids. It's best 
to learn how to project' love rather 
than risking you and the children in a 
questionable situation." 

Female teachers share the concerns. 

‘Teachers worry about this all titc 
lime," said Ranac Paitillo, a fourth- 
grade teacher at Vac View Elementary 
in Layton. “We know tl»e limits, and 
keep it to a pat on tlic back or an aim 
around a shoulder." Kathy McFaddcn. 


who has had (wo cliildrcn in Gregor’s 
classes, does not believe Gregor is 
capable of doing what he’s accused 
of. 

’*Gaiy is not an average teacher. He 
gets kids in his class who arc strug- 
gling academically or bchaviorally," 
said McFaddcn, who t%vicc served as 
"room mom" and considers herself a 
friend. 

"He docs a lot of complementing. 
He gives hiigs, pats on the back. ... He 
spends a lot of time with them. Gary, 
being single, it was almost like hia- 
wholc life."

Tlte counts were later dismissed and 
three first-degree felony charges of 
aggravated sexual abuse of a child 
were filed, because Davis County 
Attorney Mel Wilson said police 
uncovered evidence Gregor deliber- 
ately touched (he girls for his own 
pleasure. One of die three felonies was 
then reduced to a class A misde- 
meanor count oflcwdness involving a 
child.

Until then, Fairman is enjoying 
his time and keeping busy at St. 
Benedicts, which is expanding its 
emergency room from four to seven 
beds. 

Unlike internal medicine, which 
treats mainly elderly people, emer- 
gency medicine gives doctors a 
chance to treat a variety of illnesses, 
Fairman said. On an average 60- 
hour shift, Fairman treats 60 
patients, usually in waves. 

He is challenged by the need to 
ensure as much as possible is done 
for emergency patients during the 
initial "golden hour.” Emergency 
work also offers the opportunity to 
work as a team with nurses and 
other medical personnel.

Agassi rides win streak into Open

NEW HAVEN, Conn. - Even oftcr fend- 
ing off two match points and rallying to 
beat Richard Krajicek, Andre Agassi re- 
fused to give himself much credit for win- 
ning the Volvo International title. 

“1 just got a little lucky, that’s all," he 
said after beating the Netherlands’ Krajicek 
3-6, 7-6 (7-2), 6-3 in Sunday's final. 

“There’s no cxpusc for me to win this 
match. I was down match point twice 
against a guy serving bombs,” Agassi told 
the crowd after the match. 

The win gave the world’s top-ranked 
player his fourth straight title and career- 
best seventh of the year. The $150,000 


prize pushed his 1995 earnings to 
$1,992,946. 

. The victory also improved Agassi’s 
record on hardcourts to 46-2 and came 
eight days before the start of the U.S. 
Open, where he will defend his title in 
the year’s final Grand Slam tournament. 
He has reached the final in every hard- 
court event he’s played this year and 
hasn’t lost a match on the surface this 
summer. 

“These weeks have given me a lot of 
confidence," Agassi said. “My mind’s in 
shape, my body’s in shape, my game’s in 
shape. Now, all I have to do is (go to the 
Open) and t^c core orbusiness." 

Agassi, who needed little more than an 


hour to eliminate' each of his first four op- 
ponents this week,- got off to a bad start 
against Krajicek. 

After losing his service only four times 
leading up to the final, Agassi was broken 
five times, the lost lime putting him in a 6- 
5 hole in the second set. 

But he wasn’t finished. 

Krajicek, known for a serve thot has 
been clocked at 134 mph, was serving for 
the match and set up his first match point 
with a 128 mph ace, his 14th of the 
match. 

“1 still, quite honestly, fell pretty confi- 
dent until he had a few aces,” Agassi said. 
“I felt like, ‘Yeah, I’m 130 mph away from 
game, set, match.’

Iranian wrestlers miffed 
by 2nd-place showing 


NICOSIA. Cyprus (AP) - Irani- 
ans cheered os their national team 
muscled to a silver-mcdol finish 
earlier this month at the World 
Freestyle Wrestling Champi- 
onships in Atlanta, even though 
one competitor lost rather than face 
an Israeli opponenL 

But by the time the squad re- 
turned home last week, the eupho- 
ria had subsided and the strict Is- 
lamic nation was wrestling with its 
own rather tangled moral dilemma: 

Was it right for Iranian athletes 
to compete in the land of the 
“Great Satan?” 

In a rare U.S. appearance, Irani- 
an athletes finished second with 59 
points at the tournament, which 
ended Aug. 13. The United States 
captured the gold medal with 71 
points. 

The performance touched off a 
fierce debate symbolizing a wider 
ambivalence over the country’s 
crxisadc against the United States - 
which it considers its No. 1 neme- 
sis and enemy of Islam. 

“Iran’s anti-Amcrioin policy has 
so preoccupied some people at 
home that they cannot decide how 
to use the best available means at 
our disposal to defeat America,” 
the Iran News daily said Sunday in 
an editorial. 

But, predictably, there was no 


ambivalence over another sworn 
adversary: Israel. 

Commentators and ayatollahs 
alike heaped praise on wrestler 
Amir Reza Khadcm, who deliber- 
ately lost to a Turkish rival so he 
would not have to face an Israeli 
competitor. That would have been 
tantamount in Iran to a recognition 
of the state oflsracl. 

In the past, Iranians have been 
denied entry into the United States 
for international sporting events 
and other competitions, like a math 
olympiad. But they got to go to the 
tournament in Atlanta, where Iran 
will also be participating in the 
1996 Olympic Games. 

While the championship was un- 
der way, Iranian radio and televi- 
sion stations gave (he event Hash 
coverage, cutting in on scheduled 
programs with updates of matches 
involving national team members. 
When an Iranian won, he was 
showered with praise befitting a 
champion. 

But some mullahs were not 
amused. 

One official prayer leader in- 
sulted the trip’s Iranian promot- 
ers in a sermon at Tehran Uni- 
versity by saying they “hove 
drunk the U.S. water and will 
dream of the United Stales until 
the end of their lives.”

Republicans were key in getting 
women the right to vote 75 years 
ago, but now they’re not really so 
sure they wont to brag about it. 

With the While House race 
already heating up, some 
Republicans think the GOP hierar- 
chy has bungled a golden chance to 
make inroads with .women — a 
key voting bloc in next year’s race 
— by failing to hype the party’s 
role in the suffrage movement.

; Anyone can make today’s game 
when trumps behave 3-2. Many 
will fail .when trumps are 4*1. Giv- 
en these clues, how do you plan 
the play to keep from getting your 
feet wet? 

Dummy refuses .to cover the 
Qrst'two hearts and the defenders 
force South to ruff a third. (An in- 
spired diamond shift would prove 
more productive.) If trumps split 
3-2, Soutif'tjan see an overtrick. 
How should he play the trumps to 
guard against a 4.-1 break? 

: If he starts by leading a trump 
to dummy’s ace, his fate is sealed. 
When West discards on the scc- 
(md round, South cannot recover. 
H he cashes another high trump 
' and gives East his trump winner, 
t^e defenders get another heart 
for one down. And if South tries to 
tim the clubs first, it gets worse. 
East ruffs the third club, giving 
South "big troubles." 

To guard against the 4-1 break. 
South should leave the ace in 
dummy and cash his king and 
queen first. If trumps break well, 
he draws the last trump and 
claims ll winners. When West 
discards. South starts dummy’s 
clubs. East can ruff^ whenever he 
wishes, but the defense gets only 
one trump trick and two hearts. 
Whatever East does, South can 
counter; the key to the game is 
tecping the trump ace in dummy 
to ensure entry to dummy’s good 
clubs. 

Note that after dummy ducks 
the second heart. East can be a 
hero by winning his ace (deliber- 


ately setting up dummy’s king) 
and shifting to diamonds.

Do prayer, meditation aid healing process?

• Imagine you’re part of a scientific exper- 
iment. 

You've been asked to be part of a heal- 
ing process — but not with chicken soup 
or get-well cards. Your job is to pray. 

Weird science? Just wait. 

The project director says the prayers arc 
for fiingus cultures. The object is to slow ^ 
their growth, as if they were an unwelcome ■ 
irifectiori; Tn the end, the cultures that re- 
'u'C'cived the spiriiual attention actually grew 
-.'slower. 

" ■' fiehind this study and others like it is an 
intensified search for elusive data that 
pro'ves prayer and meditation help the 
nealing process. Whoever can eome up 
with “bullet-proof research — as one doc- 
tor calls it — has the best shot at winning 
over some very powerful skeptics: the ones 
with the money.

for woys to cut, their costs. At the same 
time,'at least one private foundatloni^ con- 
sidering doubling its grant program in 
mind-body scientific research. The federal 
government is even booking studies on al- 
ternative medicine. Including spiritual 
healing. 

Of course, these efforts are a tiny slice 
of the health-care pie. Most members of 


the scientific community arc skeptical — 
or dismissive. Nonetheless, mind-body 
medicine is working its way into the main- 
stream. 

"There is a growing sense that tradition- 
al medicine is coming to its limits," says 
Dr. Dale Matthews, an internist at George- 
town University Hospital in Washington, 
D.C. “There have been breakthroughs, 
such ns organ transplants. But wc’rc ap- 
prooching the technological limits." 

Several years ago, Matthews says, he re- 
alized this and started asking patients if 
they wanted to pray with him. "If there arc 
no atheists in the foxholes, then it is uneth- 
ical for doctors to ignore a person’s reli- 
gious beliefs," he reasons. 

' Like many other doctors open to the 
spiritual ospeet of health, Matthews sees 
prayer and meditation as a complement to 
standard medical practice, not a replace- 
ment. More often in the post, the two ap- 
proaches hod been mutually exclusive. 


"Ten years ago we would not be having 
this conversation.” says Matthews, who is 
one of the faculty members teaching a 
mini-course on spiritual healing and 
medicine at Harvard University’s medical 
school in December. “Now, I tell patients 
we can have a medical approach, a spiritu- 
al one or a combination. My advice is to 
root the treatment in medical tradition. I 
frame it so that religion is a resource. I call 
it the 'prayer and Prozac’ approach." 

Other doctors see spirituality in a broad- 
er sense. 

"On one level, we’re all part of some*. 
thing larger that connects us all," Dr. Dcajt 
Omish tells his cardiology patients. He is 
director of the Preventive Medicine Re- 
search Institute in Sausalito, Calif. His 
1990 study on mind-body health persuaded 
Mutual of Omaha to include his 12-week 
healing program (for $5,SOO) in its policy.

■ ■ ouL Scottish doctora reported in the British Medical 
Journal that measuring the waist was just as accurate 
as more complicated formulas used to determine 
obesity. Men with waist circumference of 37 inches

For his study, Ornish recruited 21 
heart patients as a control group.

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POWER OF ATTORNEY 


^ QUESTION: What is a power of attorney? What 
are its uses and limitations?

A power of attorney is written authority given by one person 
(the ’principal") to another (the "agent" or "altomcy-in-fact") to act on 
the princtpiil's Ijchalf in dealings with third parties. 

For example, one spouse con give the other S|>ouse jwwer of 
.attorney to sell their house. This commonly occurs when one spouse is 
un.nble to oiiend a real estate closing. 

Powers of attorney fail into two basic categories: healthcare and 
fin.incial. A jiealihcarc power of .Tilorney appoints .in .agonl lo 
communicate mcdlc.Tl decisions for an incapacil.'Ued principal. A 
financial power of attorney .luthorizes another lo manage .ind conduct 
the principal's projx.‘riy, business, and affairs to tho same extent as the 
princip.ll could.

MONTGOMERY, Ala. (AP) — A mother 
leans over her 2-year-otd, tucking him into bed 
with a kiss and a whispered, "Sleep tight, don't 
let the bedbugs bite." . 

A University of Alabama at Birmingham 
researcher says it’s not the bedbugs the child has 
to worry obout — it’s the mother. 

Those intimate, faccMo-face moments' with 
mom are the main way that cavi^-causing bacte- 
ria get transmitted to children, dentistry 
Professor Page Caufield ^ys. The mother, riot 
the father, can transmit a strain of^bacleria to her 
child that in some eases is a harmful t^ that 
leads to tooth decay, he says. 

Researchers at the Specialized Caries Research 
Center at the University of Alabama at 
Birmingham, directed by Caufield, believe trans- 
mission of cavity-causing bacteria occurs in a 
specific window of time — usually when the 
child is around 2 years old, although cavities 
don’t show up until ages 7 to 9. 

“If you could protect a child somehow from 
getting exposure during that window period, then 
Utcy could be prevented from getting cavities," 
Caufield said. 

Caufield chuckles when recalling that initial 
reports on his findings made it appear he was 
warning mothers not to kiss their children. But 
■■ it’s'not just'kissing — any close contact allows 
the transfer of bacteria, he notes. 

“We would encourage mothers to kiss their 
babies os often os possible," be said, laughing.

Hcaltit food stores say that mela- 
tonin, the hottest “natural” cure-all 
since oat bran, soy protein or vita- 
min C. has been flying off the 
shelves. 

Sales arc soaring even though 
nutrition experts are advising cau- 
tion — warning that melatonin's 
benefits have not been proved — 
and questions remain about the 
long-term safety and efTcctivcncss 
of taking the hormone, which con- 
trols'tlic body’s slccp-w^c cycle. 

But the words of warning arc 
being drowned out by the mMia’s 
foscination with the newest health 
food miracle. 

“Dateline NBC" and "A Current 
Affair’’ have done stories on mela- 
tonin. 

And the Aug. 7 issue of 
Newsweek said melatonin "is 
poised to become one of the hottest 
pills of the decade” bccousc ‘’recent 
studies suggest that supplementing 


the hormone may bolster our 
immune systems, keep our cells 
from disintegrating, slow the 
•growth of tumors and cataracts, and 
ward off heart disease. All that 
while helping us sleep better." 

it’s the type of promise that sent

Almost half of the dOO.OOO people 
diagnosed with shingles cvety year 
suffer the complication of agonizing 
pain that can last from months to 
years. Until now. doctors have had 
' fow treatments to control this pain, 
described by some as akin to being 
jobbed repeatedly with an tec pick. 

But there’s growing evidence that 
immediate treatment with new 
antiviral drugs shortens the duration 
of shingles and its most painful 
complication, known as post-herpet- 
ic neuralgia! Some of the newest 
research also suggests whol doctors 
have only hoped for; that the drugs 
may reduce the risk of post-shingles 
pain. 

University of Texas researcher 
Stephen Tyring and o team of scien- 
tists from the United States and 
Australia, in a report published lost 
month in the Archives of Internal 
Medicine, found that the drug fam- 
ciclovir shortened the duration of 
post-hcrpctic neuralgia by approxi- 
mately two months as compared 
with a group of shingles patients 
who received a placebo. 


Another study, published by 
University' of Coliforaia researcher 
Karl Bcuiner in the July issue of ibe 
Journal Antimicrobial Agents ond 
Chemotherapy, showed that shin- 
gles sufferers who took the drug 
valacyclovir decreased the initial 
bout of shingles by as much ns two 
weeks. 

Use of the drug also cut by 6 per- 
cent the number of patients experi- 
encing long-term pain. after shin- 
gles. Valacyclovir. a chemical 
cousin of (he widely used acyclovir, 
received Food and Drug 
Administration approval June 23. 

Tlic recent findings "represent an 
important advance" in treating (he 
severe pain after .shingles, said 
Michael Oxmnn. professor of medi- 
cine at the University of Cnlifomin 
at San Diego and a member of the 
scientific advisory boord of the 
VZV Foundation, a non-profit 
group that provides information to 
shingles patients and supports 
research on the disease. 

Many doctors now routinely pre- 
scribe acyclovir, a widely used 
antiviral that shortens the course of 
shingles but has triixed results in 


reducing complications. "There’s 
been 0 feelin,g for more thon a 
decade that acyclovir should make a 
difference (in post-herpetic neural- 
gia), but it’s been hard to show," 
said Ronda Kost, o researcher at the 
Notional Institute of Allergy and 
Infectious Diseases. 

The latest findings suggest that 
famciclovir and valacyclovir could 
help bridge the gap. Both arc newer 
types of antiviral medications 
known as pro-drugs. They are 
administered in an inactive form 
that is more easily absorbed by the 
body thon acyclovir. Only as the 
drugs are metabolized do they 
change to the more-potent chemical 
structure. 

Another advantage of the new 
antivirals is that they can be taken 
less frequently — three times a day' 
as opposed to the up to five daily 
doses needed for acyclovir. But 
doctors won’t know for sure how 
the newer medications compare 
with acyclovir or with each other 
until head-to-head trials arc com- ' 
plcicd. 

“You can’t compare them, 
because the studies have not been 


completed," Beuincr said. “The key 
message to consumers is that there 
is therapy to shorten the duration of 
shingles and decrease the number of 
potients with pain.” 

Shingles — a common illness (list 
strikes one in five Americans '— is 
caused by a reactivation of a vira) 
infection with varicella zoster virus, 
the same virus that produces chick- 
en pox. The name shingles comes 
from the Latin word cingulurrf, 
meaning belt or girdle. Sufferers 
frequently experience tingling and 
pain before a sore, blistery rash 
appears that runs like a line or belt 
around one half of their middle. 
Other common sites for shingles 
lesions include the face and scalp 
and the chest. The rash lasts for sev- 
eral weeks. It feels painful, some- 
times itchy, crusts, and then disap- 
pears in uncomplicated cases. 

But for others, shingles can lead 
to bizarre sensations that can linger 
for years. Johns Hopkins University 
neurologist Richard Johnson, for 
example, experienced a phantom 
feeling called dysesthesia, in which 
he had the sensation of cold water 
running down the side of his face.

Modem huitated to 
gMod, however, and the '60s became. 
«thc repository of fashion disosters' 


such os Bell-bottoms with industrial- 
strength metal files and miniskirts 
that could self-destruct in three zips. 

Today's zipper is millions of snags 
removed from the prototype that was 
patented in 1893 by Chicago inven- 
tor Whitcomb L. Judson. His was a 
crude device of large, interlocking 
hooks and eyes. It was a failure as a 
business venture, but not os on idea. 
In 1914, Judson’s old friend and 
backer, Lewis Walker, formed the 
Hooklcss Fastener Company, and the 
rest is history. . 

In 1922, B.F. Goodrich coined the 
word "zipper" for its pull-on galosh- 
es, and the word and the product 
now have universal generic applica- 
tion. Zippers hove been refined to 
party dressing, they hove served in 
world wars and they have suited 
moon missions. 

“Zippers give a very modern, 
clean look, csp^ially when you are 
using space-oge fabnes,” soys Linda 
Allard, designer of (he Ellen Tracy 
label, which is a staple in the 
..wardrobes of .many professional 
women. 

Space age in thb Ellen Tracy fomi-. 
ly translates os a jacket and skirt 
made of hi^-tech neoprene cut sleek 


like a scuba suit and pulled together 
with a zipper. 

Fashion’s embrace of new synthet- 
ic fabrics with high-performance 
qualities accounts for the rekindled 
love affair with zippers that allow 
bend and stretch. The industry is 
now pressed to come up with clo- 
sures with more zip than (he familiar 
standard. 

"There's a huge increase in outer- 
wear zipper production and a new 
interest in decorative zipper acces- 
sories — larger and fancier pulls 
such as rings and teardrops," says 
Bob Bingham, manager o( Trcncoil, 
a New Yoik zipper supplier. ‘There 
is a run on zippers with large. 7 mil- 
limeter teeth, which used to be 
ordered primarily for industrial use 
but now people arc using that for 
fashion wear." „ 

Bingham is pragmatic about the 
trend foctor of his product. "I hole to 
make a pun," he says, "but. the metal 
zipper business goes up ond down, 
lius year has been good for the zip- 
per .business, bad for button manu- 
focturers. Right now wc ore looking 
at nickel-platcd ond solid nickel 
looks ond zippers with blackened 
and antique metal finishes." 


It’s the application that turns zip- 
pers into fashion. 

At American Notions in 
Manhattan’s garment district, Jeff 
ELsner is the man who connects 
designers arid zippers. "Clothing 
manufiicturcrs show us what they 
have in mind and we shop the 
sources to get them what they need.
